for this clerk, instead of going directly to the 
head of the Department with the information 
that Kerruzs had tried to bribe him, secretly 
threw out the latter's bids. It was in looking 
these up that Kxrrixs brought on the expose. 
We have entire confidence in the ability as 
well as the purpose of Postmaster-General 
JEWELL to break up the whole system. 


CONGRESSIONAL REFORM. 

We have already commented upon the way 
in which the legislation of Congress is conduct- 
ed. The bulk of the business is done within 
the last three days of the session, and, in- 
stead of being done in open, deliberate ses- 
sion, it receives its final shape in the hands 
of Committees of Conference, whose reports 
are often, and we might say generally, adopted 
by the two Houses in utter ignorance of what 
the Committees have done. So crowded and 
pressed for time are the two Houses that de- 
bate is cut off, bills are not read, and the yeas 
and nays are refused. It is into the bills 
passed under these circumstances that are 
crowded the steals, and jobs, and frauds, that 
turn up and are discovered too late for remo- 
dy. The two Houses have rules on thid sub- 
ject. The 16th and 17th joint rules of the 
two Houses read as follows: 

16. No bill that shall have passed ome House shall be 
seut for concurrence to the other on either of the last 
three days of the session. 

17, No bill or resolution that shall have passed the 
House of Representatives and the Sonate shall be pre 


sented tothe President of the United States for his 
approbation on the last day of the session. 


Notwithstanding these rules, it is notorious 
that the majority of the bills passed are sent 
from one House to the other on the last three 
days of the session, and that the President 
signs more bills on the last day than on any 
other. The rules are seemingly all right, and 
cover the abuses, but unfortunately they can 
be and are suspended as a matter of course. 
When the grand rush comes they are not 
worth so many straws to cheek blind and 
vicious legislation. 

We suggest to the Republican party that 
this is one of the worst abuses practiced 
under our Government. Itis the cloak under 
which nearly all the robberies are perpetrat- 
ed, and all the corrupt jobs got through Con- 
gress. It is the convenient cover under 
which bills are passed without any record of 
the yeas and nays. We further suggest that 
it is a fit subject of reform, and that the Re- 
publican party should take the initiative in 
accomplishing it. It would purify legisla- 
tion, and almost render fraud impossible. 
The reform should include the following 
propositions : me 

1. That no act passed by Congress shall be 
valid unless presented to the President for 
his approval three full days, exciuding Sun- 
day, before the hour of adjournment of the 
session, in order that he may have time to 
examine it. £ 

2. That no bill shall pass either House of 
Congress unless it receive the affirmative vote 
of a majority of all the members elected, of 
each House ; said vote to be taken by yeas 
and nays in every instance. 

3. That the yeas and nays on any question

The denials are given with added emphasis and 
solemnity as the direct examination travels 
over the ground of rebuttal, and the lie di- 
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bers in the House and three in the Senate. 
The present House of Representatives con- 
sists of 292 members, and when all are pres- 
ent it requires the demand of fifty-nine mem- 
bers to have the vote taken by yeas.and nays. 
At the late session repeated efforts to have 
the yeas and nays on the revival of the frank- 


ing privilege failed, the requisite number not 


making the demand, and that act passed with- 
out any record of the votes of the members. 
This reform can only be accomplished 
by an amendment to the Constitution. 
At present a majority of each House of 
Congress is a quorum, and a majority of a 
quorum can pass any bill. A quorum of the 
Senate is 38 Senators, and of the House of 
Representatives 147. So that 20 Senators 
and 74 members, if they be a. majority of 
those present, can pass any law, and that, too, 
without calling the yeas and mays. The 
theory of our Government is, that Congress 
represents the people; and, so long as the 
majority are entitled to rule, it is but proper 
that nothing less than a majority shall rule. 
The people have the right to demand that 
they be represented not only in theory but in 
fact; therefore they have the right to de- 
mand that their representatives shall vote, or, 
if they fail to vote, that the absent shall be 


to be of any The re- 
quirement that all legislation shall be 
completed at least three days before 
the time fixed for adjournment, will give the 
President an opportunity of at least reading 
the bills which he is asked to approve,—an 
opportunity of which he is now practically 
deprived. It will give three days in which 
these bills can be examined, and any frauds, 
interpolations, and jobs included therein can 
be detected and exposed, and, if necessary, 
can be corrected by being sent back to Con- 
gress for legislative remedy. | 

We think this reform in the processes of 
legislation will reach one of the greatest 
abuses of the times, and the evil which is sap- 
ping the foundations of the Republic. It 
will arrest the great progress af corruption. 
It will make legislation responsible, and, 
therefore, comparatively honest. We think 
the Republican party the proper organ for 
presenting this reform to the people, and 
making itapart of the policy of ‘the party 
until accomplished. 


CIVIL WAR IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Civilization, law, and society have ap- 
parently ceased to exist throughout a great 
part of the Pennsylvania coal regions; bar- 
barism reigns there instead. 

The daily dispatches tell an unvarying 
story of mob - violence, outrage, and murder. 
Mobs of foreign miners march from town to 
town, starting as squads, swelling into small 
armies, and melting away when their mission 
of terrorism is done and a few hundred more 
men have thrown down the pick and the bar- 
row, and ceased to earn an honest living. 
The trade-unions of the East are sending 
great quantities of provisions into the min- 
ing districts, wasting in this way the funds 
which might, if invested in co-operative 
industry, make these men their own 
masters, the owners or  part-proprie- 
tors of their mines, earning both 
wages and profits, and living in peace, 
order, and morality. Instead of this, strike 
follows strike; riot succeeds riot; and mur- 
der presses fast upon murder. A reckless 
disregard for human life and property shows 
itself, not only in cases of mob-violence 
(hin life is always held cheap), but through- 
out the community. It is a word and a blow 
or a word and a bullet. On Monday, two 
men, living next door to each other in a small 
mining settlement near Pittston, quarreled 
over the feasibility of a strike, and one of 
them ended the dispute by blowing the 
other’s brains out. The murderer has not 
been arrested, and will not be. No Sheriff 
, dares seize him; no jury would venture to 
convict him; no Judge could safely sentence 
him in that mob-ridden country. Such im- 
munity breeds crime. Cases from highway rob- 
bery down to petty larceny mark every day. 
A man is stopped on the main street of a 
town and robbed of his watch and money. 
Another, treated in the same way, tries to re- 
sist, and is beaten over the head with a blud- 
geon, and thrown senseless down a deep ra- 


is waylaid by two hulking brutes, who steal 
the nickel she carries in her hand. A man 


the grace of thieves. When they want it 
they will take it, and he can whistle for re- 
dress. 

The strike seems te be sporadic. It breaks 
out, now here, now there. The mine-owners 
seek to reduce wages 20 per cent below the 
basis of 1874, in consequence of the decline 
in the price of coal, and the men wish to ad- 
vance them 10 per cent above that basis, In 
some sections the masters have gained 
their point. In others, the miners 
still hold out. There are signs now that the 
strike will becom general. Emissaries have 
been sent among tho 30,000 men still at work, 
and are actively stirring up disaffection. The 
future looks more gloomy than the present. 
Gov. Hantazawrr has issued a proclamation, 
which, of course, does no good, and threatens 
to seng troops, who may do good. He ocou- 
pies an unpleagantly-perilous place, and must 
show courage and ability to satisfactorily 
meet this grave responsibility. 

The coal-owners are largely responsible for 
this state of things: Fora series of years 
they have treated their men like machines, 
have shown not the slightest interest in their 
welfare, have spent no cent of their great 
gains in bettering the condition of their 
work-people, have fomented strikes and 
formed lock-outs for the sake of gambling in 
coal in New York and Philadelphia, and have 
scorned the example set them by the English 
industrial partnerships between masters and 


put an end to the present difficulty, and pre 
vent any repetition of it hereafter. 
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THE “TOWN-MEETING” OUTRAGE. 

There is probably no city in the civilized 
world outside of Chicago whero so disgraceful 
a scene could be enacted under the cover of 
„popular government as that of the ‘‘ town- 
meetings on Tuesday. They were barlesques 
upon a republican form of, government, cal- 
culated to bring it into universal contempt. 
The intelligent man who has taken note of 
them is forced to the conclusion that, if pop- 
ular government permits such infamies to be 
perpetrated in its namo, the time is not far 
distant when it will have to give way asa 
demonstrated failure. As between such 
„popular government” as these town-mect- 
ings illustrated and the most absolute despot- 
ism, the choice of all respectable and sensible 
people must be for the latter. Such popular 
government” is, in fact, the most oppressive 
of all despotisms,—that of brute farce allied 
with gross ignorance and moral depravity. 
The mere fact that the suceess of such a 
combination is possible under our Govern- 
ment is discouraging to those who retain a 
hope for the realization of free government 
by the will of the people as a model system. 

The usual answer does not hold in this 
case,—that the respectable and honest people 
should turn out and overcome the depraved 
classes, The depraved classes cannot be 
overcome when they are unrestrained by any 
law or authority. This is the condition of 
the towif elections in Chicago. If all the 
honest and respectable men in Chicago had 
sacrificed their business and gone to 
the polls on Tuesday, they could 
not have helped themselves, One rowdy 
and bummer conld cast more votes than 
twenty decent men, and, if they still lacked a 
majority, the beilot-boxas could be stuifod with 
an number of votes that might be necessary. 
There is no registration and no check upon 
illegal voters. In the South Town the loaf-

The tax-payers of Chicago pay dearly for 
this annual disgrace and public demoraliza- 
tion. The mobs that gathered at the pollson 
Tuesday yoted away nearly $100,000 of the 
public moneys, as follows: 8 


A number of reputable citizens on the 
South Side made a desperate effort to defeat 
this grab. They went to the town-meeting, 
incurring a disgusting contamination and 
risking their lives thereby; but the roughs, 
and gamblers, and thieves, and bummers, 
would not allow them to be heard. Some ob- 
scure and irresponsible fellow moved the ap- 
propriation of $50,000, put the motion him- 
self, declared it carried, and adjourned the 
meeting. There was just one yell, and 
$50,000 af the public moneys was gone. This 
is the amount which will be eaten up during 
the year in South Chicago. We have already 
explained that the town organization in Chi- 
cago has nothing to do, and that there is no 
necessity for levying taxes except to pay the 
town officers, who are useless nuisances; so 
that $50,000 was voted simply for the sup- 
port of four professional tax-eaters. 

The Legislature might have saved Chicago 
the cost and disgrace of these town-mbetings. 
But, though Cook County has seven Senators 
and twenty-one Representatives, not one 
among the entire delegation has made an effort 
to correct the shocking evil. On the contrary, 
the Legislature has passed much of its time, 
under the dictation of Speaker Harvzs, in the 
effort to make all elections in Chicago and 
other Illinais cities as disgraceful and fraudu- 
lent as those of last Tuesday. While they 
have not succeeded in accomplishing this 
directly, they have only to let the town-elec- 
tions continue in Chicago, and their influence 
will in time produce the same result as if 
fraudulent voting were legalized by the re- 
peal of the Registry act. ‘The illegal voting 
at town-elections, unrestrained and unpun- 
ished, will soon be extended to all other elec- 
tions. 

What isthe remedy? Shall we lie down 
under the ontrage, and conclude that popular 
government cannot be divested of such 
frauds? Certainly not without an effort. 
The people of Cook County must endeavor to 
send a delegation to the next Legislature 
which will evince some little interest in their 
welfare. Meanwhile, let the injanction suit 
against the payment of the illegal salaries in 
South Chieago be pressed to a final decision. 
If the town officers can be limited 
to the compensation defined by the 
statute, the disgrace of our spring 
elections may still continue, but it 
will not be so costly. We think, too, that 
the point should be contested that the Town 
Boards have no legal existence in Cook 
County. When the Constitution provided 
that Cook County should have the Commis- 
sioner system, and that Town Governments 
be uniform in the State, we think that the 
Town Boards were thereby abolished in this 
county. At all events the Supreme Court 
should have an opportunity to pass upon the 
question. No effort should be left untried to 
rid Chicago of these annual frauds, which 
rob tax-payers of their money and render pop- 
ular elections infamous. If the Legislature 
will do nothing for the tax-payers end decent 
people,—and there is no hope for it at present, 
then they must do soi nething for themselves, 
or pray that popular government in aities 
may be supplanted by a dictatorship. 

UNWARRANTID LITIGATION. 

The Board of Railroad Commissioners of 
this State in all their reports call attention to 
the fact that, in the exercise of vigilant and 
unremitting care of the people's rights, they 
have prought suits against the various roads 
for oppression and extortion in their demands 
for freight and for passenger fare. Our De- 
catur correspondent, who, in his letters of last 
March, exposed the absurdity of the schedules 
of rates established by this Board of Commis- 
sioners, took the trouble to investigate the 
facts of a lange number of these alleged suits 
against railroads, and found that, in a long 
list of cases, they were brought without the 
knowledge or consent of the alleged victims, 
and that these victims had all, in the form of 
affidavits, disclaimed having been injured or 
oppressed by the railroads. 

The Railroad Commission has cost the 
State nearly $70,000. It has also contracted 
héavy liabilities for fees of counsel employed 
to bring suits, of which it seems a large pro- 
portion are purely fictitious, but which serve 
just as well as donajfide suits to show that the 
Commissioners are doing something.” The 
publication of these affidavits in Tun Turn- 
unz of March 13 led to an invggtigation by a 
Legislative Committee, and that Committee has 
made an unanimous report, after hearing the 
explanation and dgfense of the Commission- 
ers, that the statements of our correspondent 
were true in every particular. The Com- 
missioners claimed that, under the law, they 
were authorized to bring the suits, and the 
Committee concede that legally the institu- 
tion of the suits was justifiable, but the 
Committee say that this construction of the 
law admits of greatabuses. Here is one of 
the affidavits, Robert F. Miller swears : 

And this affiant further states that the said suit was 
not commenced at his request or upon his complaint; 
that he has never complained before the Railroad Com- 
missioners of said State, nor to any other person, of 
any overcharge or extortion, nor any other wrong 
practiced upon him by the ed Railroad Company [the 
Chicago & Alton); nor does he wish to appear as a 
complaining witness against said Company in said 


suit, as he has no cause of complaint, and said anit 
was not brought to redress any of his grievances, 

The Committee say : 

From the above and foregoing facta, your Committee 
are of the opinion that suits have been instituted by 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners in the 
name of the Prople of the State of Illinois, where 
large damages ate claimed and sought to be recovered, 
for the ostenzible purpose of satisfying the grievances 
of its citizens, when in the cases covered by the sfore- 
said affidavite tue same citizens have declared on cath 
that they have never asked for or caused to be insti- 
tuted any suit or made any complaints to the Railroad 
Conunissioners of any overcharge, extortion, or un- 
Just discrimination in the transportation of freights 
OF passengers. 

The Committee recommend that hereafter, 
before the Commissioners bring any more 
suits against the railroads for grievances, the 
parties injured be required to file, on oath, a 


complaint setting forth the cause of their | 


grievance, and that the railroads have an op- 
portunity to be heard, and, if possible, to, 
settle the injury, before involving the State 
and the railroad companies in expensive and 
useless litigation. In other words, that the 
Commissionas have already involved the 
State in expensive and useless iitigation in 
cases where the parties alleged to have been 
aggrioved swear that they have not, and never 
have had, any cause of complaint. 
The fact ij thet, as a guardian of public 
rights against railroad extortion, the Board of 
is a useless piece of machin- 
ery.. All that it has ever done is to bring a 
number of suits for extortion, and it now

We have already explained the nature and | 


import of the Grouawn bill in Ohio. It 
simply requires that the Directors or Super- 
intendents of penal, reformatory, and elee- 
mosynary institutions (which inckade peni- 
public hospitals, and asylums) shall extend to 
all inmates equal facilities for receiving the 
ministrations of ministers of their own re- 
ligious denomination, provided that such 
ministrations shall be given without any cost 
to the State. The law is intended to prevent 
the exclusion of Catholic priests from these 
institutions, and, to this extent, it is entirely 
in keeping with the spirit of our Government 
and with the Constitution of the State of Ohio, 
which provides that No person shall be com- 
pelled to attend, erect, or support any place of 
worship, or maintain any form of worship, 
against his consent,” and that No prefer- 
encé shall be given by law to any religious 
society.” In itself, therefore, the bill is not 
only harmless, but entirely right and proper. 
But its discussion, pending the passage, has 
developed evidence of a curious, and we think 
improper and dangerous, alliance between 
the Democratic party and the Catholic Church 
in the State of Ohio, which, if maintained, 
may lead to the most disastrous results. Af. 
ter the bill was proposed, Mr. Gzonan, its 
author, addressed an open letter to a Cincin- 
nati gentleman, in which he held that more 
than half of the Democratic party in the 
State of Ohio consisted of Irish and German 
Catholics, and the Catholics hada prior 
claim upon that party; and in which 
he also intimated that, if this claim 
were not distinctly recognized, the sup- 
port of the Catholics would be withdrawn 
from the party.

While the claim of the Catholics in the 
Grana bill is just and fair, this is no as- 
surance that their demands in every other 
case will be equally just and fair. As a mat- 
ter of fact, their clergy are already demanding 
in New York and in various paris of the 
country that either they shall be relieved 
from taxation for the support of the public 
schools, or that a proportion of the school- 
fund shall be set aside for the support of 
their parochial, dogmatic schools. This sec- 
tarian demand is se repugnant to American 
ideas and the spirit of our institutions that.it 
ean never be conceded. But when it takes a 
practical shape in Ohio, Mr. Gronan, the 
Catholic Telegraph, the priesthood, and | 
Church, may wield the whip over the Demo- 
cratic party in the same way as with refer- 
ence to religious services m the peniten- 
tiaries. The question is not a new one in 
Ohio. It was agitated in the late Constitu- 
tional Convention, where it was insisted that 
the school-fund should be divided. 

It is not possible to deprecate too earnestly 
the formation of any religio-political alliance 
in this country, whether it be between the 
Democratic party and Catholic Church, or 
any other party and any other church. The 
only way in which Church and State can be 
kept separate and independent—and this 
separation is essential to our form of govern- 
ment—is to draw the line distinctly at the 
point of departure. They cannot be merged 
in the slightest degree without endangering 
the whole principle of free government. 
There must be no union of Church and State 
or snbserviency of the civil to the ecclesiastical 
power.

NEWSBOYS’ HOME. 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

The Newsboys’ and Bootblacks’ Association held a 
special meeting yesterday for the purpose of trans- 
ferring their interést, wh‘ch was held under a special 
charter, to a new organization eflevted under the 
general laws of the State. 

The following report of Superintendent Billings was 
prepared for the meeting, but, as only this formal 
business was transacted before all the members had 
come in, the reading of the report was omitted: 

“ The whole number of newsboys taken in since the 
Home opened, on the 2ith of last October, was 122; 
whole number received since July 27, 1873, 482; whole 
number provided with homes, 75; since Oct, 24, 15, 
So far as we have been able to learn, fifty of the 
seyenty-five boys sentto homes remain in them, or 
have changed to other homes. Whole number of free 
meals given since opening on Quincy street, U9; free 
lodgings, 328. n 

“The grea good we can aim to accomplish is 
that of saving boys from becoming demoralized by 
spending their timein the street, and subject to no 
control but that of their own will and choice. The 
only effective way by which this can be accomplished 
is by giving employment,as wellasa dome, to the 
boy. A good home in tae country secures both of 
these results, but many boys cannot be mads to stay 
in a country home, even if it bea good one; and it is 
not best that it should be so, for we need other Isbor- 
ers beside farm hands, and we would often find that 
we had spoiled a mechanic in compelling a boy 
to become a poor farmer. We must furnish such me- 
chanical employment as i boys 
to t the first rudiments, or A B G, of some 
t , 8o that the way will wed mre — for their getting 
employment in hops and manufactories at wages suf- 
ficient to sup themselves, if n more,
